HIS DOOM. 


Harrison Form ally Notified—A Poem 
by W hittier—C leveland Sings 
His Old Song—Sheridan. 


[SPBCIAL DISPATCHES TO THE RECORD-UNION, j 


OFFICIALLY NOTIFIED. 
Harrison Officially Notified of His Kom i- 
natlou for the Presidency. 
Indianapolis, July 4th—The Notifica­ 
tion Committee representing the late Re­ 
publican National Convention to-day offi­ 
cially informed General Harrison of his 
nomination as the candidate of the Repub­ 
lican party for President. 
At 10 o'clock this morning (he delegates 
comprising the Notification Committee met 
in the parlors of the new Denison Hotel 
for the purpose of arranging the details of 
the ceremony and signing the official no­ 
tice. Hon. M. M. Estee of California, 
Chairman of the Republican Convention, 
presided, and Charles Thiabee acted as Sec­ 
retary. Ex Governor Foster of Ohio and 
Hon. Logan Root of Arkansas were placed 
in nomination tor Vice-Chairman of the 
committee, but both declined in favor of 
H. A. Potter ot New Jersey, who was unan­ 
imously chosen. 
The address to General Harrison liavine 
been signed by each member, the commit­ 
tee placed itseíf at the disposal of the local 
Committee of Arrangements, Hon. J. N. 
Huston, Chairman. Before adjourning the 
committee voted to meet in New York city 
at the Murray Hill Hotel at 10 o’clock next 
Tuesday morning, for the purpose of ar­ 
ranging a programme for the notification of 
Hon. Levi P. Morion. 
At 11:30 the delegation proceeded in car­ 
riages to the bouse of General Harrison. 
Russell Harrison and Captain M. G. Mc­ 
Lean met the delegates at the door, aud es­ 
corted them through the hall into the par­ 
lor, being the center room between the 
drawing-room and library. In the latter 
rooms and hallways were crowded the 
friends and neighbors of General Harrison, 
including many ladies. When the com­ 
mittee had all entered the room at 12, Gen­ 
eral Harrison arid his wife came down 
stairs. Justas Mrs. Harrison reached the 
last step she tripped and fell on her knees, 
but the General hastily assisted her to arise, 
and with admirable composure the distin­ 
guished lady took the General’s arm and 
entered the parlor amid respectful silence. 
c h a ir m a n e s t e e ’s a d d r e s s. 
As the ladies took their positions beside 
General Harrison, Chairman Estee stepped 
forward and, in splendid voice, said : 
G' ncral Harrison: Wo arc commissioned by 
the National Republican Convention to offici­ 
ally notify you of your nom.nation as the Re­ 
publican candidate for President of the United 
States. In doing this we may be permitted to 
remind you that your selection met the hearty 
approval of the whole Convention. It lelt no 
bitter feelings nor lukewarm supporters, and 
its action voiced the average and best judg­ 
ment of the Convention. It is true, distin­ 
guished gentlemen, well known to the people, 
who were experienced in public affairs, illus­ 
trious in character, aud worthy of the- people's 
confidence and support, were before the Con­ 
vention as candidates, aud vet you were chosen. 
Nor was your nomination due to accident or the 
result of hasty or h.considerate deliberation. It 
indicated, rather, that 
YOU POSSESSED IN AN EMINENT DEGREE 
Those peculiar qualities which commend you to 
the people’s favor. In the hour of our country’s 
peril you cheerfully accented an humble posi­ 
tion in the arms, went where your country 
most needed you, and by long and'faithful serv­ 
ice rose to a higher command, and assumed 
graver responsibilities. Elected to the United 
States Senate, your enlightened and conserva­ 
tive statesmanship commanded the respect and 
inspired the confideneeo the American people. 
Tire platform adopted by the National Repuoli- 
can Convention marks out with clearness and 
precision the crc* d ot the party. An American 
system of protection to American labor, and 
American products in American markets; 
sacred ness aud purity of the ballot; protection 
of American citizens, native and adopted, at 
home or abroad, on land and on sea: prohibition 
of Chinese in migration; building up of our 
navy; the ere lion of coast defenses, aud the 
especial care of the old soldiers and sailors of 
the republic are questions which occupy a con­ 
spicuous place in our platform. 
These and other subjects referred to in the 
platform will doubtless reci ivc your careful 
consideration. In conclusion we beg to express 
our pe'sonal satisfaction at your nomination, 
and we indulge the belief that your election is 
already assured. 
GENERAL HARRISON’S RESPONSE. 
When Mr. Estee had concluded General 
Harrison read bis reply from manuscript in 
a full rich voice, as follows: 
Hr, Chairman and Gentlemen of the Committee: 
Tne official notice which you have brought of 
the nomination conferred upon me by the Re­ 
publican National Convention recently in ses­ 
sion at Chicago, excites emotions ot a profound, 
til ugh somewhat conflicting character. That 
after lull deliberation and rte consultation, the 
representatives of t be Republican partv of the 
United States should hnve concluded that the 
great principles enunciated in the platform 
adopted by the Convention could be in some 
measure 
safely confided 
in my 
care, 
is an honor of which 1 
am ’ deeply 
sen-ible, aud for which 
I 
am very 
grateful. 1 do not assume or believe that this 
choice implies that the Convention found in me 
any pre eminen fitness, or exceptional fidelity 
to the principles of government to which we 
are mutually pledged. Jlv satisfaction with 
the result would be altogether spoiled if that 
result had been reached by any unworthy 
methods,or by a disparagement of the more 
eminent men who divided with me the suffrages 
of the Convention. I accept the nomination 
with so deep a sense of the dignity of the office, 
and of the gravity of its duties mid responsibib 
iti s, as to altogether exclude any leeliug ol ex­ 
ultation of pride. Tbe principles of govern­ 
ment and 
practices 
in 
administration, 
upon 
which 
the 
issues 
are 
now 
fortunately 
so 
clcarlv made, are 
so 
important in their relations to national and in­ 
dividual prosperity, that we may expert an tin- 
usual popular interest in the campaign. Relying 
wholly upon the considerate judgment of our 
fellow-citizens, aud the graciou-ues-s ol God, we 
will confidently submit our cause to the argu­ 
ments of a iree ballot. The day you have 
chosen for this visit suggests no thoughts that 
arc rot in harmony with the occasion. The Re­ 
publican party has walked in the light of the 
Declaration of Independence. It has lifted the 
shaft of patriotism upon the foundation laid at 
Bunker Hill. It has made a more perfect Union, 
secured by making all men tree. Washington 
and 1 incolm, iorktown and Appomattox—the 
J eclaration of Independence aud Proclamation 
of Kuiaucipation arc naturally aud worthily 
associated m our thoughts to-day. As soon its 
may be possible I shall by letter communicate 
to your Chairman a more formal acceptance of 
tbe nomination, but it is proper to say that I 
have already examined the platform with some 
care, and that its declarations—to some of 
whicli your Chairman has alluded—are In har 
mony with my views. It gives me pleasure, 
gentlemen, to receive you in my home, and to 
thank you for|the cordial manner in which you 
c.nveyed your official message. 
A GOOD, SOCIAL TIM E. 
Long and hearty applause re-echoed 
through the house as General Harrison con­ 
cluded his address, and reaching forth he 
cordially grasped the extended hand of 
Chairman Estee, who then presented him 
with the official copy of his notification. 
Secretary Thisbee then banded the Gen­ 
eral an engrossed official copy of the Re­ 
publican platform. 
The formalities of the occasion having 
been concluded. General Harrison instantly 
became the genial host, while Chairman 
Estee, acting as Master of Ceremonies, in­ 
troduced each gentleman as thev passed the 
ladies. 
General Harrison invited the members of 
the committee to remain and partake of an 
elegant lunch which was spread in the 
spacious dining-room adjoining the library. 
After the committee had been served the 
General soon came out and rounded up the 
hungry newspaper men and served them 
with the good things of his table. 
Mr. Jackson, a reporter for the New York 
Sun, was overcome by the heat while in the 
drawing-room during the speech-making. 


“ THE NEW DECLARATION.” 
A Stirring Address by General Fisk, the 
Prohibition Candidate. 
[Copyright, 188S, by the California Associated Pros.) 
W oodstock (Vt.), July 4th.—Theceiebra- 
tion here to-day was largely attended. The 
thief event of the day was the speech of 
jeneral Clinton B. Fisk, the Prohibition 
candidate for President, who spoke at some 
length upon the new declaration of inde­ 
pendence. He began by referring to his­ 
torical facts from the nation’s birth up to 
aud including the late civil war. He then 
alluded to the power of the rntu traffic, 
and urged his auditors to make a new de­ 
claration of independence. “ Let us,” he 
said, “ resolve to overthrow the govern­ 
ment of the American saloon. How to 
curtail and finally destroy this evil is the 
great problem of the hour, its solntion 
standing next on the world's oataudw oí 


progress. It has been called for trial 
and cannot 
be dismissed or post­ 
poned. The saloon has been duly 
entered in politics. 
It has come to 
stay until it is vanquished or victorious. 
Briefly stated, the question is, shall the 
liquor power, with its dire and deadly in­ 
fluences, rule and ruin, or shall it be utter­ 
ly destroyed? This malign power has or­ 
ganized and massed its mighty forces for 
the conflict. It has raised the black flag, 
and proclaimed that he who will not swear 
allegiance to it, thereby becoming particeps 
eriminit in its work of destruction and 
death, shall politically perish. It has even 
drawn the assassin's knife and lighted the 
torch of the incendiary in order to inspire 
dismay in the ranks of its enemies. 
The time has therefore come when this 
issue must be made. Political parties can 
no longer dodge it, if they would. Prurate 
citizens must take sides openly for or 
against the saloon, with its methods and its 
results. Neutrality is henceforth impossi­ 
ble. Indifference is henceforth a betrayal 
of the trust involved in citizenship. Not 
less than 30,000 victims go annually to 
drunkards' graves from the homes of this 
land. Pestilence and war combined do not 
in this country equal its destructive energy. 
The waste of human life wrought every five 
years by our 200,000 saloons is equal to the 
destruction of life by both armies, number­ 
ing millions of armed men, during the en­ 
tire war of the rebellion.” 
Time, he said, would fail him to enumer­ 
ate the thousandth part of the events mul­ 
tiplying the destructiveness that flow out 
of the infamous liquor traffic. King Alco­ 
hol must be driven from his throne. After 
expressing an earnest wish for the uprising 
of the righteous imagination and aroused 
American conscience, he continued : “Un­ 
der all the systems of license, regulation or 
tax. the work of rum and death goes on. 
Myriads of homes are poisoned, the pros 
perity of the country undermined, the 
strength of our race wasted. 
Millions 
are hurried to early and dishonored 
graves, 
and 
a 
lurid 
shadow 
is 
cast on life beyond. Prohibition of the 
liquor traffic is demanded of the people, 
and politicians and statesmen who fail to 
uphold it are treasuring up luel against the 
day of wrath. Prohibition is in the air. 
The nation’s heart is beginning to throb to 
its music. Its coming is whispered on 
every breeze. The rising tide breaks all along 
the shore, and each succeeding white- 
fringed billow washes further up the strand. 
Agitation on the question is the duty of the 
hour. Let it go on from press, platform 
and pulpit in the prayer-meetings, and at 
the ballot-box, until every patriot who 
ioves his country; ever Christian who 
loves his God; every philanthropist who 
loves his race ; every father who loves his 
child ; every son of the republic will be 
marshaled in the host to uplift the Consti­ 
tution as the banner of reform, and under 
its folds march to the ballot-boxes of this 
land, aud under an avalanche of freemen’s 
ballot bury beyond resurrection the Amer­ 
ican saloon. Then shall our whole Union 
become the citadel of sobriety, and the na­ 
tional name be purged of this great shame.” 
Other addresses were made, as follows, 
Rev. E. B. Webb, D. D., on " Personal De­ 
votion, and the Patriotic Use of Wealth 
Essential to the Perpetuity of the Repub­ 
lic;” Senator Platt on “ Personal Temper­ 
ance;” Professor Goldsmith on “ Com­ 
mercial U n i o n “ Songs of Toil,” by 
“ Carmen Sylva” (Queen of Rountania), 
translated by John Ellitt Bowen, were read 
at tbe close of the intellectual feast.

LATEsT. 
A M em orial Poem Read at Two Celebra­ 
tions Yesterday. 
N ew Y ork, July 4th.—The following 
poem, entitled “ One of the Signers,” 
by John Greenleaf Whittier, in mem­ 
ory of Governor Josiah Bartlett, a 
signer of the Declaration of Independence, 
was read simultaneously with the unveil­ 
ing of his statue at his birthplace, Ames- 
bury, Mass., and at the celebration of the 
National Independence at Roseland Park. 
Woodstock. Conn., this afternoon : 
O, storied vale of Mcrrimac, 
Rejoice through all thy shade and shine, 
And from his century’s sleep call hack 
A brave aud honored soil of thiue. 
Unveil his effigy between 
The living aud the dead to day: 
The lathers of the old thirteen ’ 
Shall witness hear as spirits may. 
Unseen, unheard, his gray compeers. 
The shades of Lee and Jett'erson, 
Wise Franklin, reverend with his years. 
And Carroll, Lord ol Carrollton. 
Be thine henceforth a pride of place 
Beyond thy namt sake’s over sea, 
Where scarce a stone is left to trace 
The holy house of Amcsbury.* 
A prouder memory lingers round 
The birthpiace of .by true man here. 
Than that w hich haunts the refuge tound 
By Arthur’s mythic Gulenevere.f 
The plain deal table, where he sat 
Aud signed a nation’s title deed. 
Is dearer now to fame than that 
Which tore the scroll of Kunnymede. 
Long as on freedom's natal morn. 
Shall ring the lndepe deuce hells. 
Thy children’s children vet unborn 
Shall hear the tale his image tells. 
In that great hour of destiny 
Whicfi tried the souls of sturdiest stock— 
Who knew the end alone must be 
A free land, or a traitor’s block ; 
Among those picked and chosen men, 
Thau his who here first drew his breath, 
No firmer fingers held the pen 
That wrote for liberty or death.

Congressman Breckenridge of Kentucky 
says to-night that there has been a gradual 
crystallization of sentiment since the Re­ 
publican Convention in favor of an early 
adjournment. “ 1 am not prepared to say 
what agreement has been reached between 
the two parties, nor that word has been 
passed around for a discontinuance 
of the discussion of the clauses of the 
Mills bill, but it is generally understood 
that the House will not consent to spend so 
much time on the different sections of the 
bill. It looks to me as though the end of 
this session is in sight. I am not so 8an- 
guine as to believe with Mills that an ad­ 
journment can be reached by the 15th, but 
before tbe end of this month Congress will 
have adjourned, and the Mills bill will 
have passed the house by a strict pariv vote. 
The Republicans have concluded to’allow 
the bill to pass, and to have the Democrats 
censured for it. We are satisfied with this 
policy, and are willing to accept the issue 
on the line of the President’s message and 
the St. Louis platform.”

Then 
little Mary Allison, the 10-year-old daugh­ 
ter of President James Allison, stepped to 
She side of the stage, and, pressing art elec­ 
tric button, gave twelve signals of the gong 
and put in motion the ponderous ma­ 
chinery of the Exposition. 
President Allison then formally declared 
tbe Exposition open. 
After this brief addresses were made by 
Governors Thayer, Gray and Beaver, Lieu­ 
tenant-Governor Bryan, Hon. Benjamin 
Butterworth and Hon. John Sherman, and 
the ceremonies were ended. 
The great parade started promptly at 2:30, 
and moved without serious delay over the 
six-mile route.

It does not follow that because free 
trade between small European countries 
is the best policy, it is equally applicable 
to a country that embraces half of North 
America.

To produce an article here which 
we can import for less than the cost of pro­ 
duction appears on the face of it to be 
absurd. In the case of most agricultural 
products this is true—in the case of most 
manufactures it is not true. 
I Ait us illustrate, hy taking any common 
tool, as a planer. 
If a planer that could 
be imported for §309 should absolutely 
cost §325 to make here, then it might ap­ 
pear that production here was an absolute 
loss of §25. It should be kept in mind, 
however, that this cost here is made up of 
a series of profits—to the mine-owners, 
for ore and coal; to the railroads for haul­ 
age ; to the furnaces tor pig, wrought iron 
and steel ; to sundry other manufacturers 
for bolts, nuts and special parts ; and to 
the workman for labor. The total sum of 
the profits, for a machine of this cost, 
could not be less than §100, so instead of 
the country losing §25, it has gained §75, 
by reason, of a tariff'that enables the man­ 
ufacturer to sell this machine for enough 
above absolute cost to encourage him to 
make. it. if the tariff did not make it 
pos affile to have this machine made here, 
thou each of these several parties who sup­ 
ply the material would do just so much 
less business.

T he O pening Y esterday of th e K -atreet 
R ailw ay E xten sion . 
The most important event, to the city, o f , 
yesterday's observances was the announced ; 
completion aud formal opening to travel ; 
of the K-street City Railway, from Tenth 1 
to Twentieth street. The rapid extension 
and building of the city in that direction ! 
made this new line strongly desirable for 
public convenience, aud Mr. Carey, propri­ 
etor of the other operating street railway 
lines, has promptly responded by con­ 
structing the road, and with the full knowl­ 
edge that it would be of great benefit to 
the public, but afford no present profit 
whatever upon the large amount exjiended 
in its building. 
The line has been most substantially 
built in every particular, and finished with 
wide protection plank on the outside of the 
rails the eutire length of the road, and bal­ 
lasted and graveled in the most complete 
manner between the rails. 
At the hour appointed for the formal 
opening of the road, their new, finely 
finished and beautifully painted care were 
run upon the new portion of the line at 
Tenth aud K streets. The cars, in their 
bright green 
and 
white colors, orna­ 
mented with jet and gold striping and 
letters, 
presented 
a “ very 
attractive 
appearance, 
but 
when added 
to this 
the 
national 
colors 
were 
festooned 
along 
the 
sides 
and 
flags 
floated 
from the ends, attractiveness and the em­ 
blems of patriotism, like the occasion and 
the day, were happily blended, and were 
repeatedly greeted with appreciative aud 
enthusiastic cheers by the multitude assem­ 
bled to witness the first running of cars 
over the new track. 
At 1 I*, m. the Pioneer Association, of 
which Mr. Carey Í3 a recently elected hon­ 
orary member, marched up front their hall, 
and with a few other invited guests and 
representatives of the press, closely filled 
the three cars. 
E tch was drawn by a tine 
and spirited span ot horses, the first being 
driven by Neil McArthur, Superintendent 
of the City Railway tracks, and the others 
by John Cleve and A. T. Renwick. 
These 
three, together with V. J. Chamberlain, Su­ 
perintendent of the company, and George 
Singerfon, blacksmith of the com puny, who 
were present, were uniformed with light 
colored tali hats, with which Mr. Carey had 
presented them, they having been, as fie 
stated, over five years each in continuous 
service of the company without a day's ab­ 
sence. 
As an addition to the party and its enjoy­ 
ment the Scotch bag-pi per, Royal Renwick, 
was stationed on the rear platform of the 
C3r 
and 
dispersed 
highland airs and 
other 
music 
during 
the 
trip. 
As 
the excursion passed over the new line it 
was greeted by continued cheers and wav­ 
ing of flags and handkerchiefs by groups of 
people along the walks, and from balconies 
and windows. Arriving at the intersection 
of the railway on Twentieth street, the ex­ 
cursion p a rty was invited into the com­ 
p an y office and headquarters, and shown a 
new electric plant with which the head­ 
quarters and siables have just been iur- 
nished, and are splendidly lighten. 
Half an hour was here spent in partaking 
of light refreshments and speech-making 
appropriate to the compietioti of the road 
and its opening. K. S. Carey, p ro p rieto r of 
the establishment, extended htaitv greet­ 
ing and cheer to the guests a'nd was 
pleased to have an occasion which was of 
interest to all, thus meet them. 
P. S. Lawson. President of the Pioneer 
Association, in return extended greetings 
aud thanks of the Society for the courtesies 
of the day. anti said the members felt 
highly honored with the opportunity to 
enjoy the first ride over the new K-street 
road between Tenth and Twentieth, and 
that the best wishes of the Association and 
the city were due and shared for the success 
of the enterprise. 
Mr. Carey said in response that his we! 
come to the party was as hearty as he could 
make it ; that he should have been a '49er 
himself, but that he took another route 
across the plains and did not reach Califor­ 
nia until the next year. Referring to the 
building of the new road, he said he bud 
exteuued the K-street line to Twentieth 
street because the buildiug up of the citv m 
that section made it desirable to the rtsi 
dents of that portion of the city that street 
car facilities be provided ; that which he 
would not build are non-paying lines 
beyond the limits. Where public conveni­ 
ence made them desirable or necessary, he 
would extend all of his lines—on H, K and 
O streets—as fast as the city extended in 
that direction, whether the roads made 
any returns upon the money expended or 
not. He said this was his home, that he 
had an abiding interest aud faith in the city, 
and that he intended to do his part in en­ 
couraging and helping its development. 
[Loud and long continued applause.] 
G. W. Chesley made some very appto- 
priate and feeling remarks. 
He” said the 
people of Sacramento were greatly indebted 
to the energy and enterprise of Mr. Carey 
for the work just completed, as it was done 
more in the interests ot the city than for 
any profits that were to be made out of the 
road, as it is a well-known fact to every 
body that owning and running street car 
lines in Sacramento have never been re­ 
munerative, and paid nothing but “Irish 
dividends.” 
He said it was easy and 
cheap 
to 
find 
iault " with 
our street 
railroad owners in 
various 
ways, but that such expressions were a 
disgrace to whoever uttered them, as street 
railways were the best promoters ot public 
business, property and mnnictpd growth 
of any aud all agencies in cities, and when 
is added to this fact the further one that our 
present street ways had been operated bv 
the present proprietor moie as a public 
benefit to tbo city of his home than for the 
“ Irish dividends ” it yielded, the 'inatinitti 
thanks ot the entire community was dfie 
to our public-spirited and big-hearted city 
railway owner and builder. 
At the conclusion of his remarks three 
cheers and a very lsrge “tiger" were given 
“for the completion and opening ot the K 
3treet line to Twentieth, and for its enter­ 
prising anti successful builder.” 
At the close of speech-making and par­ 
taking ot refreshments the cars were again 
taken and the party returned by wav of 
Twentieth and H streets, and going as” far 
as Second returned to Seventh and K, 
where a final three cheers were heartily 
given and the Pioneers proceeded to their 
hall to partake of their annual Independ­ 
ence banquet.

efforts, now suiround us. When we consider 
tr.e grandeur of our environments, and realize 
that we live in the land of perpetual peace, and 
iu which each citizen is a peer of his fellows— 
without regard to heritage, pedigree or ances­ 
try—other than the nobi.iiy ol character which, 
lu America, ranks a true and upright citizen to 
the station in life commensurate with his in­ 
tegrity, worth and abi.ity as a man: where gov­ 
ernment Is exercised for the ben-fit and protec­ 
tion of all industries, c asses, creeds and denom­ 
inations where freedom of rational thought 
and action is eveiy citizen s right and privilege:

THE ORATION. 
A ttorney-G eneral G. A. Johnsou then 
delivered the follow ing oration : 
I congratulate you one and all upon tlie re­ 
curring of this anniversary. Ol all the days in 
the American calendar this is the most patriotic. 
It belongs to no party, no clique; it belongs to 
all the pc pie. We have other anniversaries— 
the birtn 01 our children, nl our mothers and 
sires, the plighted vow to some tender being, 
'lliese we celebrate around the home ultar. aud 
bind each year with the circlet of our hopes, 
our fears, our smiles aud our tear*. 
But to-day we celebrate the birth of a nation, 
the fairest and bravest, whose home is on the 
land aud 011 the sea, ou the mountain and in 
the valley, wherever waves the freeman's Hag, 
It has given to us all the other holy days that 
we usually celebrate, those of tlie church ex­ 
cepted—the birth of Washington, Memorial Day, 
the day iu honor of tlie founder of the missions 
of California, Admission Day, and the day of 
our autumnal thanksgiving. " 
It is meet that this day should be celebrated 
amid the salvos ol artillery, industrial displays, 
the music of instruments, the waving of ban 
ners, the smiles ofbeauty and the glad voices ol 
children. So long as American liberty is of any 
worth this day will be welcomed: whenever the 
American people torgct it, liberty itself will be 
but a tradition aud a myth. 
We have given to the world a new dispensa­ 
tion that all men are aud of right ought to be 
free, that the people arc the s .urce of all power, 
that sovereign rights are inherent in them and 
not tlie gilt oi any purple-clad (X n r. 
We 
have throw u aside the hoary conceits of cen­ 
turies, aud installed in their place new ideas, 
ideas which have unfettered the human mind, 
educated the public conscience, taught men to 
think and act tor themselves, inspired the hopes 
of the masses, made life worth living for, and 
sublimated a.l human endeavor. 
We have crowned with flowers civil and re­ 
ligious liberty, raised the down trodden, sup­ 
pressed the fagot and the stake, and illustrated 
history with the grandest achievements of war 
and peace. We have added to the civilization 
of the age, contributed to the general well-being, 
made home happy, government recure, aud 
taught a lesson to all tyrants. To perjietuate 
these blessings we need no standing army, only 
eternal vigilance, which i* the price of all lib­ 
erty; only heroic effort nt all times to do right; 
omy sell discipline, self-illumination, and if 
need be millions of swords will leap frotu the 
scabbards to hand these blessings down to our 
descendants. 
What our ancestors founded it is our duly to 
preserve. 
Ihe coming centuries must go for­ 
ward, uot backward. While the nalional houor 
must always be sedulously guarded, we must 
develop the industrial arts of peace, endeavor 
to remove all friction betw een labor and capital, 
protect labor and make its surroundings pleas­ 
ant; remove all national and, as far as may be, 
all local causes of discontent; and make this 
Government not only in theory, but in act, a 
Government of the whole people, united by fra­ 
ternal ties und mutual interests; strong 10 do 
right, unable to do wrong, and bound together 
into indissoluble unity by common traditions, 
common hopes, a common destiny and a com­ 
mon flag. 
When we recall to mind tlie Struggles and 
privations of the Revolution, our undisciplined 
soldiery essaying 10 cola; with the first power in 
Europe, with troops which had seen service un­ 
der Amherst Ht Montreal, and Wolfe ou tlie 
hights of Abraham ; when we recollect the 
bloody feet which stained the soil at Valley 
Forge, aud hope deferred that made the heart 
sick, except the great heart of our Washington 
—and even he was thinking of a dernier resort 
across the Alleghauies; when we think of all 
this, before Saratoga and Yorktown were won 
and 1 lie lioerty-bells rang out theirglad clarion, 
wu realize that it costs something to achieve 
liberty, and that our tree institutions thus ac­ 
quired necessitate the most vigilant care in or­ 
der to be handed dow n unimpaired to our pos­ 
terity.

She h a s a peo­ 
ple m ade tip o f the best o f all th e g reat n a tio n ­ 
a lities o f th e e arth , a n d w ill soon rid h erself of 
that, effete civilization w hich is no t ad ap ted to 
h er progressive ideas. She h as no tro u b le about 
fro n tier lines, o r th e su rv eillan ce o f jealous 
neighbors. She h as no fears of th e h asty m arch, 
the iron tread , th e g litte r of th e u n sh eath ed 
sw ord. She i- enliv en ed w ith th e h u m o f th e 
various industries, all of tr,e benefits of applied 
science to am eliorate th e 0 m ilition o f m an , en ­ 
riched w ith a U m n tim l soil, w ith every clim ate, 
in clu d in g th e b est—th e soil an d clim ate of Cal­ 
ifornia. 
Even h ere we h av e g ranaries enough to feed 
lam b bed m illions; fruits enough a n d o f every 
v ariety to c ater 10 th e m ost fastidious taste; th e 
ju ice o f th e g rape to g en tly e x h ila ra te, an d a 
com b in atio n o f every m en tal, m oral an d phys­ 
ical condition, w hich Dr. Johnson hud not fer­ 
tility o f im ag in atio n enough ev en to conceive, 
w hen he p ciu red th e h ap p y valley o f R asselas. 
H ere th e G eneral G overnm ent m oves in its 
orbit; an d th e S tates m ove iu th e irs w ith o u t any 
collision or im p in g e m e n t: th e o n e ex ercisin g its 
ex p ress [lowers for n aiio n al purposes, in clu d in g 
th e p reservation ol its a u to n o m y ; th e o th er re­ 
ta in in g an d ex eicisin g th e g ra n d residuum o f 
p o p u lar rights, to effectuate local p u r]sises and 
local am elio ratio n , w hich m ay be denom inated 
hom e rule.

i tins it w ill be ‘een how influences rad iate iu 
th e course of lapsing centuries. 
First, th e struggling dem ocracies oi A thens 
a n d Komc; th en th e g ra d u a l acquisition o f th e 
great com m on law rights; th en a general Gov­ 
ern m en t an d local governm ents, each preserv­ 
ing its rcsjiective autonom y; th en o th e r free 
States, or c o u n tries essaying freedom at great 
odds, or claim in g at least tn u t in ilieir local and 
dom estic m atters th ey h av e a rig h t to govern 
w ith o u t d ictatio n across th e c h an n els o f th e 
sea as to hom e needs an d hom e w ants. 
N ever can w e sutlieientlv repay th e d eb t of 
g ratitu d e w hich w e ow e to th e fath ers o r 70 
a n d to th e lram ers o f th e C onstitution o f th e 
U nited otates, w h ich , after th e lapse <>r m ore 
th a n a cen tu ry , h as h ad added to it only fifteen 
articles of am en d m en t.

an d best o f th e A nglo-Saxon race; a n d th e very 
antipodes o f th a t o th er George, w ho claim ed to 
govern by d iv in e rig h t—until undeceived bv d i­ 
vine 
pow er—passionate, self-w illed, eg .tlstic 
and foolish. 
lia d not th e A m erican R evolution succeeded, 
civilization w ould h av e stood still on th e dial- 
platc o f tim e; history w ould have to l>e rew rit­ 
ten, a n d those grand heroic ch aracters w hich 
now leap fortli in to ru d d y life on its pictu red 
pages, w ould not be so m uch as a n am e o r a 
m em ory. W e eom d only m use, th in k in g of 
w h at m ig h t h a v e been.

H ad no t th e vm erican R evolution succeeded, 
th e courses o f English th o u g h t w ould hav e con­ 
tin u ed to ru n along th e narrow c h an n e ls of old 
E ngland, instead ot th e m ajestic rivers an d 
lakes o f A m eriea. George W ashington w ould 
h av e liv ed an d d ied a q u iet, self-possessed, well- 
to do country g en tlem an , given to h u n tin g and 
hospitality, on th e banks of th e Potom ac; J a c k ­ 
son w ould nev er h av e b u ilt his in tren c h m e n t 
o f san d -b u g sat New O rleans, n o r L incoln hav e 
issued his em an cip atio n proclam ation. 
This 
co u n try w ould still have been u n d er M exican 
d o m ination; its unto ld m ineral w ealth , its cere­ 
als a n d ¡is fruits w ould h av e ex isted now here 
ex cep t in th e im agination o f som e dream er. 
B ut w ith A m erican success carne th e b o und­ 
less A m erican end eav o r an d A m erican e n te r­ 
prise. until now we are th e most num erous, th e 
m ost cultured, th e m ost flourishing, a n d th e 
freest of th e g reat E nglish-speaking nice. 
A nd 
h ere w ill Iw w ritten , by-and-by, th e classics o f 
o u r m o th er tongue, as alread y here is spoken 
th e English language in greater p urity, elegance 
an d torce th a n an y w h ere on th e face ot the 
globe.

w hich preval ed once upon a tim e, w hen G en­

o f o u r lorefatners to d rin k th e English tea has 
g :\ e n u s a free a n d ind ep en d en t country, an d 
ad d ed im m easurably to th e w orld's civilization, 
Now, we can g -t along in th e happiest accord 
w ith o n r E nglish b reth ren . They ap p reciate us 
an d we ap p reciate them , for w e are all o f th e 
sam e blood a n d lin eig e. 
We claim kinship 
w i h th e ir S hakespeare, th e ir M ilton, and tn e ir 
G ladstone, a n d th ey are en titled to 1 h are in trie 
w orld-fam e o f o u r W ashington, o u r M arshall 
a n d o u r W ebster. 
In p erp etu atin g these blessings derived from 
o u r revolutionary f refathers, we need states­ 
m en at th e helm o f state, lik e th e prototypes of 
old; 110 im pulsive sp eu etic dee!a:m ers.

T h e professional p o litician should be 
relegated to obscurity, an d th e tru c k .in g and 
tim e-serving h a w th e ir ob itu aries w ritten in ­ 
stead o f an apotheosis. T he civ il s.-rvi't- of th e 
country sh ould be placed on a h ig h plane, a n d 
shom d lie th e rew ard only of a conscientious 
au d 1 u th tu l discharge o f duty, and com pet- ncy 
for its perform ance. 
Men sh o u ld lie tau g h t to 
regard th e natio n al h onor as th e ir ow n. an d 
uu-crupnh us m oney-changers a n d th e ir pat ons 
not ouly d riv en lro » th e place w h ere e n th ro n ed 
d u ty should sit. b u t given th e necessary pass­ 
ports to w ork fir th e 8taie w ithout rew ard.

to e m illions to c o m e ; w here, on th e on e side, 
m ay be seen a n alm ost treeless expanse o f w av­ 
in g grain, on th e o th er, th e sem i tropical fruits 
m ellow ing int.* m ore th a n E astern lusciousness; 
all aro u n d a clim ate

com m on school system ; to a free a n d e n lig h t­ 
ened press; to a reading au d th in k in g people, 
w h e th er am id u rb an splendors or iu ru ral 
h o m es; to a featless aud in co rru p tib le ju d ic i­ 
ary . au d to th e g reat m ass o f o u r population, 
h ealth y , h appy a n d con ten ted .

S acram ento county- is n early as 
large, an d San B ernardino cou n ty is tw enty 
tim es larger, b u t it w ill not do to m ake dLspar- 
aging faces a t R hode islan d , for it was th ere 
th a t religious lib erty w as first succ ssfully es­ 
sayed u n d er th e ex iled R oger W illiam s. 
C alifornia h as un a re a th ree tim es as g reat as 
th e State o f New Y'ork, a n d larg er th a n th a t of 
G reat B ritain an d Irelan d , w ith P ortugal added 
as a m ake-w eight. 
W hile, how ever, she has 
only- about seven in h a b ita n ts to th e square m ile, 
R hode Island h as fiOO a n d B elgium h as m ore 
th a n 500. T hus it w ill be a p p aren t w h at advan- 
tsges th is State h as for sup p o rtin g a greatlv in ­ 
creased population. She is am ong th e greatest 
o f th e w h eat pro d u cin g S tates, fi.r ah ea d o f any 
o th e r iu th e p ro d n rtio n a n d v alu e 01 h er w ines, 
an d w as a t one tim e th e greatest g old au d silver 
p ro d u cer in th e U nion, To th is is to be ad d ed 
am ong o th e r resources, th e u n iv ersal w ealth of 
h er fruits, h e r lu m b er iutcrcsts, h e r wool, m ost 
of w hich are con stan tly increasing, a u d o f 
w h ich w e have no reliab le d ata. 
F rom so m uch of retrospect, let us now look 
forw ard to th e coining y e a n w hen th e great 
v alley of th e S seram euto w ill euricli an d be en ­ 
rich ed by th e th o u srn d s w ho w ill settle le-re; 
w h en every v alley w ill begin to sm ile like a 
V a c a o ra C a p a y , w h en th e fair faces w hich I 
see liefore m e to-day m ay begin to show the 
eff cts ot th e evanescent years, b u t I prav

T h e F io n e e r B a n q u e t. 
The banquet of the Sacramento Society 
of California Pioneers was, as usual, a 
feature of the day and was thoroughly en­ 
joyed by the members and those who were 
fortunate enough to be invited to particí­ 
pale with the “ old boys” in their festivities 
and partake of ‘heir unbounded hospitality. 
One hundred and seventy-five covers were 
laid by J. Haub, of -510 J street, and the 
spread was worthy of the occasion, in ad­ 
dition to tlie usual dishes there was a gen­ 
erous supply of the baked pork and beaus 
for which the pioneers are known to have 
a special penchant. They were washed 
down by copious draughts of champagne, 
which put everybody in a proper mood to 
listen to the patriotic and witty speeches 
that followed. 
Powell S. Lawson, President of the Soci­ 
ety, acted as master of ceremonies, and 
before announcing the first toast made an 
eloquent speech, in which he recited the 
history of the adoption of the Declaration 
of Independence, the enthusiasm it created, 
and pictured the results that followed.

Letters were then produced which 
showed that Egan supported Carey from 
his seat in the Municipal Council of Dub­ 
lin, and one alleged to be in Mr. Parnell’s 
handwriting and smuggled from Kilmain- 
ham, addressed to Egan, saying: “ W hat 
are those fellows waiting f o r i n a c t i o n is 
inexpedient. Our best men are in prison, 
end nothing h»s been done. 
End this 
hesitancy. Make it hot for old Forster.” 
Further proof offered tended to show that 
Mr. Parnell assisted Byrne to escape, and 
that after the moral guilt of Sheridan, Egan 
and others had become obvious to every­ 
body, the leaders of the League maintained 
communication with them and received 
money from them.
